Dan Spelling watched the sec- 
ond Johnny Ringo episode show 
he had written with the ‘pride 
that most writers no doubt feel 
when they have begun selling 
their material. 

Spelling, who has heen writing 
TV scripts for two years, has 
been a bootstrapper. at Omaha 
University since July and plans 
on receiving his General Educa- 
tion degree in January. 

The Air Force Master Ser. 
geant, a native of Dallas, Tex., 
is stationed in Colorado. Springs, 
Colo., and will retire next. year 
after 20 years service. 

In the meantime he plang to 
continue writing for television 
and has written seven scripts to 
date. Spelling sold his third at- 
tempt at TV writing during his 
firat year in the field,

Spelling said he never had a 
desire ta write until he saw some 
television material his brather 
had written. He received en- 
couragement from hig brother

_ Gucing firm and his sister-in-law 


whe is a movie actress. 
He read some of the television 


* goripts his brother had written 


in his ten years in television and 
from these learned much about 


. the mechanics of writing. 


His first attempted sale was 
to the television networks but 


they informed him they only, 
_ bought scripts from agents, He 


tried several agents hut was tala 
that thoy: only read-soripts be- 
longing to their clients. 

Following these defeats Spell- 
ing turned to his brother to get 
his foot in the door and some 
credits o hia name. 

The first script brought him 
“about $300" because he had 
“never sold anything before.” 
His second effort sold for a little 
more than the first one but it 
required some rewriting. He had 
to share his fee with the person 
who. did the rewriting. , 

Spelling admits he might not 
have broken into television with- 
out his brother's help.

However, his last sale attests 
to his ability ag a writer. It sold 
for $1,400 and was used almost 
dn its’ entirety. 

Despite. his modest auccess, 
Spelling is currently taking two 
courses at OU which he believes 
will help him in learning more

But Spelling finds the mechan- 
ics of writing secondary. The 
hardest part about writthg is 

- getting Ideas, he said. “What 
the TV stationa are buying more 
than anything olse is ideas,” he 
gaid, - - 

“Even if the writing is not very 
good, a station will often pay o 
good-price just-to get the idea, If 
the idea is new and different 
than the writer has a good 
chance to make a gale.” 

The best field in writing for 
television is with a series type 
show. “Tf you can sell a network 
a series than you can really make 
out,” he said, “even if it only 
rung for a-year.” 


Easier to Write Non-Westerns 
Spelling is currently working 
on an idea for a series show. 
And it’s not a Western. He finds 
it’s easier ta write a non-western 
show because, “what can you 
find to say in a Western that 
hasn‘t already keen said?” 


When, he retires Spelling plans 
to devote. his full tine to writing. 
“If you oan decate full time to 
writing you’re better off,” Spell- 
ing said, “because it’s important 
that a writer spend his time 
writing.” ‘ 

Spelling said he has found that 
if a writer does this he will get, 
ideas and these in turn will beget 
ohter ideag and so. on. 

The 39-year-old student said 
he enjoys writing, but admits he. 
also likes the monetary rewards 
obtainable from it.
